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QUEENSWAY 
HOMES PLAN

AROUND 1,600 homes could be 
included in a major regeneration 
scheme in Southend as a preferred 
bidder was revealed. 

Southend Council said Swan 
Housing Association is its desired 
choice to deliver the Better 
Queensway project. 

The regeneration of the 
Queensway estate in Southend 
includes demolishing the tower 
blocks and building new homes, 
and a boulevard linking the estate 
with the town and new green 
spaces. 

Deputy council leader James 
Courtenay said the project is the 
biggest development in Southend 
for a generation. 

“This is massive. I do not know 
of any scheme that has happened 
in my lifetime. The last time the 
council delivered anything like this 
was probably the Civic Centre.” 

An example scheme from Swan 
as part of the procurement process, 
included 1,600 homes, with more 
than 500 deemed as “affordable”. 

Leader of the opposition, Ian 
Gilbert, said the Labour group was 
“disappointed” this does not meet 
its ambitions for social housing 
provision. 

Cllr Courtenay said he understood 
where Labour was coming 
from, adding that the council is 
“conscious at having genuinely 
affordable homes”. 

“I am really keen for the scheme 
to be deliverable and for us to get 
on with it and for getting as much 


affordable housing as we can. 

“There is only so much that the 
scheme can give and, if we push 
it too far, then the scheme will 
not happen and it will really be a 
burden for the taxpayer.” 

The example scheme also 
maintains four lanes of traffic 
running through Queensway, one 
of the council’s requirements. 

A report to go before cabinet 
says Swan has met another council 
requirement to deliver “appropriate 
housing offers” to returning 
Queensway residents. 

The Government assigned 
£15million for the scheme from the 
Housing Infrastructure Fund last 


year. If approved by Swan’s board, 
the cabinet and full council, the 
council said it would work towards 
awarding the contract in the spring. 

Following this, the joint venture 
would be created and a full 
masterplan prepared. 

Cllr Courtenay, who hoped for 
work on the site to start in 2021, 
said current Queensway residents 
he had spoken to are “really quite 
excited” about the scheme. 

The council said they will be 
consulted further about the plans, as 
well as businesses and stakeholders. 

John Synnuck, Swan Housing 
CEO, said: “I’d like to say to all 
the residents and local stakeholders 


at Queensway, that we are 
looking forward to working with 
you to develop a masterplan for 
Queensway which will make it a 
great place to live and work and a 
place where everyone in Southend 
wants to go. Together with our 
joint venture partner, Southend 
Council, we will work with you 
to transform Queensway from an 
isolated, and ageing estate into a 
thriving community right in the 
centre of Southend.” 

Recommendations, including the 
approval of the creation of the joint 
venture partnership, were due to be 
discussed by the council’s cabinet 
on Tuesday.

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One-night snapshot shows 
85% fall in rough sleepers

THE NUMBER of rough sleepers 
recorded in Southend has fallen 85 per 
cent compared to the previous year, 
figures show. 

Government statistics reveal 
Southend had a count of just 11 rough 
sleepers on a one-night snapshot taken 
in November - more than 60 fewer than 
in 2017. 

The drop represents the second largest 
of any borough across the country, just 
behind Brighton and Hove. 

Southend Council received almost 
£1 million Government funding last year 
to tackle the issue, after the borough 
was ranked ninth in the country for the 
number of rough sleepers in 2017. 

Southend charity HARP, which 
supports homeless people, said the 
approach towards rough sleeping had 
been successful but more work is 
needed to help those people become 
fully independent, as well as to prevent 
homelessness in the first instance. 

Charity chief executive, Jackie Bliss, 


said: “Eleven people is still 11 too 
many, and although the majority are 
now on the first step of their journey 
away from homelessness, lots of 


hard work still needs to be done to 
get them ready to move on and live 
independently in the community, which 
is the ultimate goal.” 


She said the scale of the fall in rough 
sleepers was fantastic but warned that 
the situation “changes every day” and 
that the figures were only from one 
night in November. 

“We are of course pleased that through 
strong partnership working and the 
introduction of innovative new projects 
funded by central government, we have 
been able to make a huge difference to 
the lives of some of the most vulnerable 
people in our community,” she added. 

Cllr Tony Cox, cabinet member for 
adults and housing, said the council is 
“working tirelessly” with public and 
charity sector groups to help rough 
sleepers and measures taken include 
the Housing, Homelessness and Rough 
Sleeping Strategy and the launch of a 
community safety team on the High 
Street. He said: “We are confident these 
changes in our approach have had a 
positive effect and will continue to do 
so. Whilst it is pleasing to see such a 
dramatic drop in the figure, we know 
that there is lots more work yet to be 
done before we can confidently say we 
have met the needs of all rough sleepers 
locally.” 


Missing

A SIGHTING has been reported 
of a woman who has been missing 
from Southend for almost two years, 
police said. 

Patricia Finnie, 65, was last seen 
in the Kursaal area of Southend at 
around noon on May 11, 2017. 

Essex Police said it received a 
report that a woman matching 
Patricia’s description was seen near 
a drawbridge in Lowestoft town 
centre, Suffolk, at around 1pm on 
February 3. 

A force spokesman said: “Since 
Patricia went missing, we have been 
carrying out a thorough investigation 
including viewing hours of CCTV 


footage, carrying out extensive 
house-to-house enquiries and phone 
work, as well as enquiries with bus 
and rail companies, and a number of 
media appeals for information.” 

Patricia is white, 5ft 6ins, of medi¬ 
um build, with straight auburn or 
grey coloured hair and she wears 
glasses. 

The spokesman added: “We need 
to speak to anyone who may have 
seen her or has any information about 
where she is to call us on 101. 

“If you do not wish to speak to 
us, you can give information to 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 
555 111.”

“I believe the result shows 
that our levy payers support 
the view that this as a major 
investment in Southend and 
one that could create hundreds 
of jobs. 

“With that in mind, I th ink 
they would like to see this 
matter resolved swiftly and the 
work finally get under way.”

Now he is being pilloried 
for something he didn’t do 
all those years ago and for 
which just by thinking it he is 
utterly contrite. 

I’m all for holding someone 
to account for things they 
have done, but we haven’t 
quite yet got to the stage 
where the thought police 
are waiting to pounce on 
anything that goes through 
your head even when you 
don’t act upon it. 

I’ve certainly entertained 
the thought of physical vio¬ 
lence at times throughout 
my life. I can’t be alone in 
that. Does the absence of a 
racial ingredient make it any 
more acceptable? 

Of course not. So calm 
down, folks. There are 
worse things actually going 
on in the world.

Plans approved for expansion 


PLANS to expand a secondary school in 
Westcliff to accommodate extra pupil places 
were approved. 

Councillors on Southend Council’s 
development control committee gave 
planning permission for a three-storey block 
at Chase High School in Prittlewell Chase. 

The teaching block will include 14 
classrooms, offices and a dining area. 

A report before the meeting said the 
proposals would see the school increase pupil 


numbers by 300 across years seven to 11, as 
well as an extra 15 staff. 

The move is part of a programme of 
secondary school expansion running across 
the borough to meet an increased demand 
for school places. 

The council last year ruled out plans for 
a new free school in the borough after eight 
schools, including Chase High, agreed to 
expand to create 13 new forms of entry 
between them by 2020.

O SCAR-NOMINATED documentaHsS 
Matthew Fleineman makes an assured 
feature film directorial debut with a 
dramatisation of the life of foreign affairs 
correspondent Marie Colvin, who was killed 
in 2012 while covering the siege of Homs. , 
Her selfless crusade for the truth, regard¬ 
less of the personal cost, flanked by photog¬ 
rapher Paul Conroy was powerfully distilled 
in Christopher Martin’s recent documen¬ 
tary Under The Wire. 

A Private War stages a similar assault 
on our nerves, championing the vital role 
played by journalists in shining a light on 
moral outrages and injustice in a time of 
conflict. 

Donning a black eye patch, which became 
Colvin’s trademark after she lost the sight 
in one eye in a grenade blast in Sri Lanka, 
Rosamund Pike delivers a fearless and fero¬ 
cious lead performance as a champion of 
civilian casualties. 

“You’ve seen more war than most sol¬ 
diers,” observes Conroy, played with a wav¬ 
ering Liverpudlian accent by Jamie Dornan 
before the pair make their courageous 
intervention in Syria. 

At its heart, Heineman’s picture is an intim¬ 
ate psychological study that feels uncomfort¬ 
ably timely with civil war continuing to rage in 
Syria several years after Colvin’s death. 

That tragic sequence, which bookends 
the film, is orchestrated with verve and a 
pulse-quickening combination of handheld 
camerawork and aerial photography, which 
captures the devastation of repeated shell¬ 
ing of a city which has already been reduced 
to smouldering rubble. 

Colvin puts herself in the line of fire 
under the aegis of editor Sean Ryan (Tom 
Hollander) so she can open the eyes of read¬ 
ers to atrocities behind enemy lines. 

In 2003, she recruits Conroy as her 
photographer and together they seek out 
important stories, including the Arab Spring

and an exclusive interview with Colonel 
Gaddafi (Raad Rawi). 

Back home in England, Colvin seeks tem¬ 
porary sanctuary from her nightmares in 
the bed of wealthy businessman Tony Shaw 
(Stanley Tucci) but she is unwavering in 
her determination to glimpse horrors that 
would otherwise be buried. 

“I see it so you don’t have to,” she reminds 
her editor. 

When Syria attempts to block foreign jour¬ 
nalists from covering the civil war, Colvin and 
Conroy enter the country without permis¬ 
sion, living on their wits to avoid reprisals. 

“If the government catches you, they’ll kill 
you," Ryan warns his star reporter. 

Anchored by Pike’s gutsy portrayal, A 
Private War weaves between documented 
fact and artistic licence (Tucci’s paramour 

( is fictional) to underscore how one defiant 
voice can be heard clearly around the world 
through a cacophony of falling shells. 

Arash Amel’s script exposes Colvin’s deep 
psychological wounds and the weight of 
responsibility she carried on broad shoul¬ 
ders far from home. 

Annie Lennox’s elegiac song A Requiem 
For A Private War is the final elegant pluck 
of our heartstrings.

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Private surge fails to stop decline 


By Chris Russon 


NEW car sales stayed in reverse in 
January despite a surge in private 
buyers changing their vehicles. 

According to industry body, the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders, private car sales were up 2.9 
per cent in the first month of the year 
and the demand for electric and hybrid 
models also continued an upward trend 
rising by 26.3 per cent. 

However, business and fleet sales 
were down again by 33.5 and 3.4 per 
cent respectively leading to an overall 
decline of 1.6 per cent with 161,013 
vehicles leaving forecourts. 

SMMT chief executive Mike Hawes 
said the rise in private trade was 
welcome but called on the Government 
to do more to get drivers to switch to 
newer and cleaner cars. 

With Brexit uncertainty still having 
an impact on car sales he said: “It’s 
encouraging to see car registrations in 
January broadly on par with a year ago 
as the latest high tech models and deals 
attracted buyers into showrooms. 

“This, however, is still the fifth 
consecutive month of overall decline 
in the market. To restore momentum,

we need supportive policies, not least buyers to invest in new, cleaner needs - from the latest petrols and 
on vehicle taxation, to encourage vehicles that best suit their driving diesels to an ever growing range of 


exciting electrified vehicles. 

“This would be good for the 
environment and good for the industry 
and those who depend on it.” 

The Ford Fiesta remained the 
nation’s favourite new car notching up 
some 5,399 sales in January followed 
by the Ford Focus at 4,397 and the 
British-built Nissan Qashqai with 
4,270 being registered. 

Private buyers accounted for 71,378 
sales in the first month of the year while 
demand for so-called alternatively 
fuelled vehicles rose again and now 
accounts for 6.8 per cent of the entire 
market. 

The SMMT said that the alternative 
fuel sector was expected to grow by 
more than a quarter this year and 
would account for sales of almost 
180,000 vehicles by the end of the 
year with almost a half of that number 
being ultra-low emission plug-in 
hybrids and battery electrics - taking 
plug-in market share to around 3.7 per 
cent as an ever-increasing number of 
models come on sale. 

Sales of petrol cars rose by 7.3 
per cent in January to 103,176 while 
diesels continued to decline - down 
20.3 per cent compared to this time 
last year at 46,823.

Crystal Palace 1-1 West Ham Utd 

WEST Ham survived a second-half 
bombardment to claim a share of 
the Premier League spoils from a 
well-contested London derby. 

Despite a decent performance 
against Liverpool a week ago, 
Manuel Pellegrini was leaving noth¬ 
ing to chance, recognising the threat 
offered by Roy Hodgson’s side. 

“Crystal Palace has a very good 
squad, not just a team,” the Chilean 
said. “They have maybe not got the 
results that they wanted so far.” 

Pellegrini selected the same start¬ 
ing 11 as the one that faced the Reds. 
Meanwhile, having lodged an appeal 
against his sending off picked up 
against Southampton, Palace were 
able to field Wilfried Zaha, boosting 
their chances of recording succes¬ 
sive top-flight victories for only the 
second time during the campaign. 

Opening exchanges were scrappy 
as both sides grappled with the 
breezy conditions. Vicente Guaita 
blocked Ryan Lredericks after 
Michail Antonio’s pass had sent the 
former Pulham man clear. Then, 
the Palace stopper used his feet to 
thwart Robert Snodgrass as West 
Ham created the better of the early 
opportunities. 

Lukasz Labianski saved from 
James McArthur, while Javier 
Hernandez was unable to thread 
through a clutch of defenders after 
Felipe Anderson had picked him out. 

But shortly before the half-hour 
mark, the Hammers were hand¬ 
ed an opportunity to break the 
deadlock. Guatia was clumsy on 
Antonio, handing Mark Noble the 
opportunity to comfortably dis¬ 
patch the resulting spot-kick. 

Fabianski expertly saved from 


Christian Benteke, while Zaha was 
wayward as Palace - clearly rattled 
- probed for an immediate response. 

McArthur was left hugely embar¬ 
rassed, somehow missing the target 
from close range after finding him¬ 
self clean through on goal, while 
Patrick van Aanholt fizzed over 
from distance as Palace stepped up 
the tempo after the interval. 

Substitute Michy Batshuayi 
became the next Palace play¬ 
er guilty of a glaring miss - the 
Chelsea loanee dragging his 
right-footed attempt the wrong side 
of an upright after narrowly slip¬ 
ping the Hammers off-side trap. 

But you sensed that the home 
side was in the ascendancy, and 
with a quarter of an hour remain¬ 
ing they restored parity. Zaha’s 
attempt looped up awkwardly off 
Issa Diop, deceiving Fabianski and 
dropping into the net. 

West Ham were hanging on - as 
they had for much of the half. 

Fabianski saved superbly from 


Zaha as the home side continued to 
smell blood. But the Hammers held 
firm, moving into tenth place ahead 
of the weekend’s other fixtures. 

After the game, Pellegrini said: 
“We played very well in the first 
45. We scored a goal, we created 
other chances - Crystal Palace, 
they didn’t have too many options. 

“In the second half I think they 
had the possession of the ball. We 
tried to keep the result, but that was 
the mistake because the second half 
they really didn’t have any prob¬ 
lems in their box. Good players 
having such big possession - prob¬ 
ably, they are scoring goals. 

“They scored a very lucky goal - it 
was a deflection, but they dominated 
the game in the second 45 minutes.” 

Palace chief Roy Hodgson said: 
“I did think our performance, in 
particular the second half, was real¬ 
ly good and I think it would have 
been a bit of a travesty if we’d got 
nothing from the game. 

“Given the chances we’ve created 


and the opportunities, given the 
number of times Fabianski had to 
make good saves or defenders had 
to make good blocks, I think the 
one goal we got was a pretty poor 
reward for our efforts.” 

West Ham return to Premier 
League action on Friday, February 
22 when Fulham are the visitors to 
the London Stadium (7.45pm).

TEN-man Southend picked up an 
important Sky Bet League One 
point on boss Chris Powell’s return 
to his old stamping-ground.
